Claim 20 (amended) A manufacturing method for a three-dimensional photonic crystal, 
comprising: sequentially bonding/transferring and laminating a plurality of cross-sectional form 
members onto a second substrate, each cross-sectional form member being held in space 
above a first substrate by a holding member, a pattern member comprising each of the cross- 
sectional form members and the respective holding members, and releasing the cross-sectional 
form member from the holding member after the bonding/transferring and laminating, wherein 
the holding member comprises a coupling member connected to a cross- sectional form 
member, and a frame member, wherein the first substrate is connected to the coupling member 
through the frame member, wherein the frame member includes a columnar part provided on 
the first substrate, and a frame part provided on the columnar part and connected to the 
coupling member; the manufacturing method further comprising: laminating a sacrificial layer 
and a material layer on the first substrate; forming the cross-sectional form members, the frame 
part and the coupling member in the material layer; and removing the sacrificial layer while a 
portion becoming the columnar part remains, and a gap occurs at least between the cross- 
sectional form members and the first substrate.
